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ABSTRACT 

Designed to assist librarians in developing software 
packages to teach elementary bibliographic instruction on an 
individual basis with a microcomputer , this document describes four 
steps necessary to produce such a product. These include: choosing a 
topic with a limited amount of available library information; 
surveying the library's resources on the topic; formulating questions 
and assignments which will lead the user to the sources; and 
determining the steps the user should take to successfully complete 
the project as well as anticipating wrong decisions. Using as an 
example the topic of Theodore Roethke , text from sample computer 
screens are given for information searches from 73 reference sources, 
including directions for loading, suggestions for use of the specific 
reference material, and guidance should errors occur. A concluding 
index provides an alphabetical list of all reference sources cited; 
corresponding identification numbers within the document are noted.

Elementary bibliographic instruction can be taught on an 
individual basis by librarians who havs access to a microcomputer and 
a word processing software package. The steps involved can be easily 
handled by a librarian with time to explore the library's resoources. 

The steps involved in setting up this project arei 

a. Choose a topici the topic must be one with a limited 
amount of library information available so that the librarian can get 
a grasp on the possible paths to knowledge. The topic should not be a 
treasure hunt for a simple fact, nor should it be on an overly obscure 
point. 

b. Survey the library's resources on the topic, noting 
the general types of resources which can be used as well as those 
which should not be used. 

c. Formulate a question or assignment which will lead the 
user to the sources. Remember i the question should be open-ended 
enough for the user to utilize many sources in the library and learn 
how to use them on the way. 

d. Determine the steps which the user should take as well 
as those which might be taken in error. 

In this example, an Apple lie microcomputer was used with the 
Applewriter II software for word processing. Textual information was 
entered in small segments, each with its own name. Segments were made 
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accessible directly as well as in sequence. 

In this example, the first step was completed by choosing the 
topic of Theodore Roethke, an American poet. Though he is fairly 
famous , hi ia not the type of author whose works would be taught to 
lower division undergraduates in this college. It is also a topic for 
which the library does not have an abundance of information. 

While surveying the library's resources, a list of all 
possible indexes and abstracts was made, including those which could 
be useful as well as those for which there was no logical reason to 
consult. In addition, other general reference tools were noted as well 
as the amount of information available in each. 

Formulating the question was simplified by making the decision 
to tell the student as little as possible about the subject, thus 
causing the student to use some very general sources of information 
before consulting the more advanced ones. Thus the student was simply 
given a name with which to begin, and had to discover the profession, 
etc., before working with more complicated sources. 

To logically determine the steps involved, the sources were 
grouped by type, including indexes and abstracts, biographical 
sources, and encyclopedias. Help screens were formulated for each type 
of resource, as well as throughout wherever trouble might arise. In 
addition to help screens, options were built into the text to allow 
the student to pursue other avenues to information as time went on 
rather than locking him/her into a section which had to be worked 
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through. 

In working through this assignment, ths student is shown 
scrssns of textual information and given instructions on which tools 
can be used as well as how to use each of them. These screens are 
reproduced on the following pages. The student follows the 
instructions given on the screen and gets up and uses each of the 
tools which he/she finds in the library. The one library resource 
which the student is not permitted to use is the librarian} if the 
student loads the segment 'librarian,' he/she is simply told that the 
librarian is not allowed to help with this particular assignment. 

To aid the user of this information in a printed format, a 
table of contents and an index have been added. Naturally, the user of 
the disk will not have access or need for these. 

The disk assumes little knowledge of libraries and their 
resources | it does, on the other hand, assume a reading knowledge of 
the English language. Without that, the student will be unable to 
learn from this disk.

For 
example, was the person famous for be?ing a politician, sports figure, 
or writer? Once the basic field has been determined, it is possible to 
eliminate some of the biographical sources. 

If you know something about Theodore Roethke, you can continue by

If you do not know anything about Theodore Roethke, consult one of the 
other reference tools before proceeding to the biographical sources.

The name is followed by dates which represent the span of the author' 
life. These dates are followed by several abbreviations which 
represent the titles of the books which include biographical 
information about Theodore Roethke.

If you know how to find out if the library owns the cited books, 
continue by consulting those cited.

From the AUTHOR 
BIOGRAPHIES MASTER INDEX, as well as possiblely from other sources, 
you know that Theodore Roethke died in 1963. Thus, if he were included 
in CURRENT BIOGRAPHY, it would have been before 1963. 

The library has a cumulated index which includes all reports from 1940 
through 1970. The names are listed in alphabetical order, according to 
the person's last name. Roethke would be in the R section, if he were 
included. 

Unfortunately, his name is not listed. Therefore, he was never studied 
in CURRENT BIOGRAPHY. 

To contniue with biographical sources, load BIOGRAPHY 4

Each year or so is in a 
separate volume, and it is possible -for you to look through each and 
every volume to -find out when articles on Theodore Roethke were 
written. This is not the most efficient way to do this research. 

If you know when Theodore Roethke became famous, use that date as a 
starting point in using Readers' Guide to Periodical Literature. Write 
down the citations to the applicable articles, and then read them if 
possible. After reading them, load READERS GUIDE 2

Biography Index is a good place to look for biographical information 
about Theodore Roethke. Biography Index is an index to biographical 
information published periodically and cumulated annually. Each annual 
volume is used separately. 

To use the volumes, simply look up the name of the person you are 
interested in, in this case Roethke. The citations include 
abbreviations, which are listed on the first few pages of each volume. 

If you need help interpreting the citations, load CITATION HELP 

If you know how to read the citations, find out if the library owns 
the items. If it is a book and you need help in determining if the 
library owns it, load CARD CATALOG HELP. 

If you need help in determining if the library owns a journal, load

The Humanities Index is a good place to look for articles by and about 
Theordore Roethke.

You must look up Roethke in each volume as 
this set is not cumulated. 

The citations include an abbreviation of the name of the journal. 
These abbreviations are explained on the first few pages of each 
volume.

Therefore, in order to 
use this tool, it is necessary to know at least a little bit about the 
author . 

If you do not know what country Theodore Roethke is associated with, 
and/or you do not know what time period he is from, now would be a 
good time to obtain that information. To do that , load SOURCES and use 
one of the other tools to obtain this information. 

If you do know what country Theodore Roethke is associated with, and 
you know what time period he is in, you can use the MLA Bibliography. 
If you need help using it, load MLA HELP 

If you know how to use it, do so. Then load MLA 2.

To use the Modern Language Association Bibliography, first look in the 
table of contents which is located near the front of the volume. This 
will tell you the ENTRY NUMBER where each culture, and within each 
culture the time period, begins. Look for the appropriate culture and 
time, then open the volume to that given entry number. Notei the entry 
number is NOT the same as the page number. 

After the entry number are listed general works about the time period 
and culture. These are followed by citations to articles about 
different authors. The authors' names are in darker type than the rest 
of the words on the page. The authors are listed alphabetically within 
each culture and time period. 

When you get to Roethke, there will probably be several articles 
cited. If you need help in interpreting the citations? load CITATION 
HELP 

If you can determine what the citations mean, load MLA 2 to continue.

The New York Time© Index is a subject index. Unlike most other indexes 
in this library, all the citations are from a single source 
publication, the New York Times. Because all the articles are from the 
New York Times, the name of the newspaper is not indicated in the 
index • 

Also not indicated is the year of the article's publication. Since 
each volume usually contains one year, the year on the cover of the 
volume is the year of the citation. In earlier years of the paper, the 
index was issued more frequently and not cumulated. In these cases, 
you must check the year on the top of the page (or at the beginning of 
the section) of the index. 

Each entry in the index concludes with the date, page and column of 
the article's publication in the New York Times. Thus a citation which 
statesi

means that the article was published on May 1 on page one in column 8. 
Sunday's edition of the New York Times has various sections, and the 
sections other than the main news sections are identified by roman 
numeral i

This means that the article was published on May 6, in section 4 on 
page 3, in column 4. 

Often, the subject you are looking for is not used by the index. 
Usually, there will be a 'see' reference. This means that the articles 
on the subject that you want are indexed under a different subject.

Subways. See — New York City Rapid Transit 
means that the articles about subways are grouped under the heading of 
New York City Rapid Transit. 

Sometimes the subject that you are looking for is included in more 
than one subject heading. In this case, the index advises you to 'see 
also' another headingi 

Subways. See alsoi New York City Rapid Transit 
This means that some of the articles about subways are indexed under 
the topic of subways, but some are grouped under the subject of New 
York City Rapid Transit. 

To continue using the index to the New York Times, load NYT
